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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  BREEDING  CATTLE, 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1967 

U.  S.  exports  of  dairy  breeding  cattle  in  I967,  based  on  official  veter- 
inarian certificates  for  export,  totaled  18,207  head,  23  percent  below 
the  23,515  alltime  high  reached  in  1966.    This  decline  is  largely  due 
to  decreases  in  exports  to  Italy,  Canada,  and  Mexico.    However,  Mexico 
retained  first  place  as  an  importer  of  U.  S.  dairy  cattle,  taking  11,099 
head,  which  was  slightly  below  the  alltime  high  for  Mexico  of  12,076  head 
in  1966. 

Italy,  for  the  third  straight  year,  was  second  in  the  number  of  dairy 
cattle  imported  from  the  United  States,  with  l,hK6  head,  which  was 
considerably  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  when  this  country  imported 
3,572  head.     Continuing  market  development  work  by  FAS  and  its  cooperators 
is  primarily  responsible  for  Italy's  continued  position  as  number  two 
market  for  U.  S.  dairy  cattle.    The  participation  in  the  Verona  and 
Cremona  shows  in  the  past  has  stimulated  interest  in  U.  S.  Holsteins. 

Venezuela  moved  from  fifth  to  third  place,  even  though  the  number  of 
head  taken  in  1967  was  down  slightly  to  1,235  as  compared  with  1,275 
in  1966.     Canada  ranked  fourth  with  1,07^,  down  from  the  previous 
year's  1,375  head. 

Jamaican  imports  declined  to  709  head  in  1967  as  compared  with  an  all- 
time  high  of  1,33^  in  I966.     However,  there  is  still  considerable 
interest  in  the  importation  of  dairy  breeding  cattle  in  Jamaica. 

Page  2  contains  an  export  summary  from  1963  through  1967*    As  indicated, 
Holsteins  retain  the  lead  in  exports  by  breed.    Brown  Swiss  ranked 
second,  and  Guernsey  maintained  third  place.    Ayrshire  was  fourth  and 
Jersey  fifth.
